L 
weather conditions are good during 
September and October, one of the 
best crops of peanut# as to quality 
will be harvested that Texas has ever 
produced. 
If the cotton oil and pea­ 
nut mills could now pay the farmers 
a reasonable price for this year’s 
crop, and a tariff on imported pea­ 
nuts, sufficient at least to equalize 
the cast of production, could be im­ 
posed, this indutry would grow tre­ 
mendously, and the farmers on the 
sandy soils of Texas and the South 
would no longer be menaced by th.
